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A  Duty 


THE  need  of  a  new  high  school  is  felt  more  strongly  every  day.  There 
is  a  continual  increase  in  the  number  demanding  admittance  and 
it  is  becoming  more  and  more  difficult  to  resist  their  demand.  This 
state  of  affairs  is  bad  for  the  school  and  worse  for  the  community.  Can- 
didates who  are  refused  admittance  go  away  displeased,  and  whole  families 
become  dissatisfied  with  school  conditions  and  ultimately  move  away  from 
Berkeley.  A  knowledge  of  our  inadequate  school  facilities  is  gradually 
spreading,  with  the  result  that  many  other  families  are  kept  from  moving 
to  Berkeley.  Our  neighboring  cities  profit  at  our  expense.  As  for  our- 
selves, we  know  from  daily  experience  how  much  we  are  hampered  by  our 
lack  of  proper  facilities.  During  the  past  two  years  there  has  grown  up 
in  the  school  a  strong  interest  in  personal  physical  education  which  mani- 
fests itself  in  each  individual  boy  and  girl  trying  to  get  into  some  sport 
for  the  personal  pleasure  and  development  which  it  gives.  Our  one  small 
gymnasium  is  entirely  insufficient  for  in-door  sports  and,  since  we  have 
no  playground  whatever,  we  cannot  even  consider  out-of-door  games 
for  the  mass  of  students.  If  athletics  have  the  value  which  we  claim 
for  them,  they  should  be  extended  so  that  all  the  students  may  get  the 
benefit  of  them.  This  requires  ground  space,  and  surely  no  more  profitable 
investment  can  be  made  for  young  people  than  one  which  gives  them 
an  opportunity  to  develop  a  sound  body  and  good  health  along  with  the 
education  of  their  minds.  Instruction  in  agricultural  pursuits  is  also 
exceedingly  important  for  city-bred  students.  This  is  a  necessary  branch 
of  our  educational  work  which  we  are  utterly  unable  to  give  because 
we  have  no  grounds.  It  has  become  a  recognized  fact  that  city  students 
need  instruction  in  agricultural  pursuits  more  than  do  the  children  of 
the  farmers. 

If  all  the  people  of  Berkeley  realized  how  much  we  are  handicapped 
in  our  efforts  and  how  much  more  we  could  do  for  their  children  if  we 
had  the  means,  there  is  no  question  but  that  all  of  our  needs  would  be 
satisfied  in  a  very  short  time.  The  trouble  is  that  the  good  work  which 
we  do  is  known,  but  there  is  no  understanding  of  the  great  amount  of 
better  work  which  should  be  done  but  which  is  now  not  even  attempted. 
The  people  are  satisfied  with  partial  results,  thinking  that  all  that  needs 


to  be  done  is  being  done.  Hence  it  becomes  the  duty  of  those  who  know 
better  to  inform  the  others.  That  is  our  responsibiHty  as  teachers  and 
students  of  the  Berkeley  High  School.  We  should  each  of  us  make  it 
our  business  to  inform  all  of  those  whom  we  meet  of  just  how  far  we 
fall  short  of  accomplishing  what  a  first-class  high  school  is  expected 
to  do  for  its  community.  If  we  did  this,  it  would  take  but  a  short  time 
to  secure  the  sympathy  and  co-operation  of  the  whole  city.  A  million 
dollar  high  school  on  a  fifteen  or  twenty  acre  tract  of  land  would  be  an 
easy  proposition  for  the  city  of  Berkeley  to  handle,  if  the  people  were 
thoroughly  interested.  There  is  beginning  to  be  an  awakening  to  our 
needs  and  it  ought  not  to  be  difficult  to  carry  the  matter  to  a  speedy 
conclusion.  Make  it  your  personal  duty  to  begin  to  do  your  share  at  once 
and  keep  it  up  until  Berkeley  has  a  high  school  which  will  be  at  the  service 
of  the  community  in  the  way  of  education  and  recreation  from  eight 
o'clock  in  the  morning  until  ten  o'clock  at  night  six  days  in  the  week  and 
every  week  in  the  year.  This  being  a  big  proposition  but  none  too  big  for 
Berkeley.

The  occasional  speakers  from  the  outside  give  a  refreshing  quality 
to  our  Friday  Assemblies,  and  Berkeley  High  appreciates  their  kindness 
in  addressing  us.

Gait  Bell,  as  Romeo,  played  the  ill-starred  lover  in  a  way  calculated 
to  capture  many  a  heart  besides  that  of  his  lady-love.  He  had  the  sym- 
pathy of  his  audience  from  his  first  appearance  and  his  splendid  inter- 
pretation was  one  of  which  many  a  professional  might  well  have  been 
proud, 

Marian  Woolsey's  Juliet  is  most  aptly  characterized  by  the  adjective 
"beautiful,"  for  truly  a  more  perfect  embodiment  of  Shakespeare's  famous 
heroine  never  trod  on  any  stage.    To  her  natural  fitness  for  the  part,  Miss

Woolsey  added  the  coyness,  and  later  the  passionate  love,  expressed  by 
her  lines  in  a  manner  which  surely  has  seldom  been  equaled. 

Chester  Smith,  as  Friar  Laurence,  gave  us  a  masterful  piece  of  work. 
His  quiet,  forceful  manner  and  deep  feeling  contributed  to  make  his  role 
a  success.  Revere  Hofstetter's  strong  acting  and  splendid  interpretation  of 
the  part  of  Mercutio  contributed  immensely  to  the  success  of  the  play 
and  called  forth  much  admiration.  Harry  Hambly  as  Benvolio  was  an 
ideal  and  faithful  friend.  His  defense  of  Romeo  in  the  third  act  was  a 
matchless  piece  of  work.  As  Montague  and  Capulet  Kenneth  Williams 
and  Hall  Griffiths  made  a  decided  hit.  The  forceful  interpretation  be- 
stowed on  their  parts  contributed  greatly  to  the  rapid  action  of  the  play. 
The  Prince,  as  played  by  William  Biddle,  gave  the  impression  of  quiet 
force  backed  by  the  consciousness  of  power.  Livia  La  Baree,  as  Juliet's 
nurse,  made  a  favorable  impression  from  her  first  entrance,  and  as  the 
play  progressed,  her  every  appearance  was  hailed  with  delight.  Theodore 
Knappen  gave  us  an  ideal  Tybalt  and  made  his  mark  as  the  most  energetic 
villain  ever  seen  on  our  stage.  Beatrice  Bovo  earned  high  praise  as 
Lady  Capulet;  her  grief  at  Juliet's  death  caused  many  a  handkerchief  to 
be  furtively  dapped  at  the  eyes.  Harold  Woolsey  made  a  polished  and 
pleasing  Paris,  adding  to  his  lines  an  unequaled  grace  of  manner. 

Space  does  not  permit  the  reviewing  of  all  whose  acting  merited  it, 
for  that  would  mean  reviewing  the  whole  cast.  It  can  only  be  said  that 
each  played  his  role  in  a  manner  which  entitled  all  to  share  in  the  glory 
of  this  memorable  performance.

Culin).  Then  there  was  Nancy  (Florence  Lang)  and  her  admirer,  Charles 
Henderson  (Frank  Siegrist).  The  able  chef.  Monsieur  Pierre  (Davis 
Woolley)  was  indeed  a  surprise.  Mrs.  Conway  (Elsie  Reed),  a  fascinating 
widow,  flirted  fearfully  with  the  male  members  of  the  cast.  Colonel  Raleigh 
(Harry  Hambly)  had  a  powerful  influence  in  solving  the  mysterj/  of  the 
hero's  identity..  Supported  by  the  ever-ready  William  (Melvyn  Lozier),  by 
the  clerk  of  the  court  (Wallace  Kenny),  and  by  the  demure  maid,  Cora 
(Marion  McCreary),  the  cast  of  "The  Man  on  the  Box"  brought  the  audi- 
ence through  vales  of  tears  and  laughter  to  a  happy  ending  with  the  lovers 
united,  and  the  country  saved. 

The  cast  was  chosen  from  the  talent  of  the  whole  senior  class,  which, 
fortunately,  was  very  plentiful.  Also  the  men  who  are  absolutely  indispen- 
sable for  the  production  of  a  good  play  well  produced  are  the  men  behind 
the  scenes.  All  the  scene-shifters,  all  the  property  men,  the  electricions, 
the  make-up  men,  in  fact,  all  who  were  in  any  way  connected  with  the 
play  deserve  credit.  Without  them  the  play  would  have  been  a  failure.

A CROWDED   Auditorium,  a  pleased  audience,  roars  of  applause, 
sweet  music,  hearty  laughs,  excellent  acting;  such  was  the  Vaude- 
ville of  March  2nd.     Never  in  the  history  of  Berkeley  High  has 
there  has  been  such  a  Vaudeville;  never  has  an  audience  been  so  generous 
and  satisfied;  never  has  there  been  a  performance  harder  to  review  be- 
cause of  the  excellence  of  every  act. 

After  the  overture  the  curtain  rose  on  the  deck  of  an  emigrant  ship 
and  the  eyes  were  dazzled  at  the  collection  of  beauties  "from  everywhere 
in  Europe."  Each  sang  her  little  song  and  then  Desperate  Desmond 
appeared  in  the  person  of  Emmet  McDonald,  who  proceeded  to  swallow 
his  gum  and  do  other  villainish  tricks  until  foiled  by  the  gallant  captain, 
Kendrick  Bell,  who  restored  the  Swiss  girl's  money  (This  damsel  was 
really  Helen  Lightner)  and  clapped  the  thieves  in  irons. 

Next  Kenneth  Williams  imitated  comets  with  his  electrical  clubs 
and  then  we  found  ourselves  on  the  plantation,  listening  to  the  plunk 
of  banjos  and  the  strains  of  coon  songs,  and  shouting  with  laughter 
over  the  marriage  of  Razzmania  Grant  to  Melindy  Monlux.  Then  came 
"Vim"  with  his  skillful  likenesses  of  historic  personages,  funny  cartoons, 


and  chalk  photos  of  notables  in  the  audience.  After  a  number  of  well- 
played  selections  by  the  orchestra,  an  artist's  studio  appeared  with  Harvey 
Larke  vainly  striving  to  sketch  Nellie  Vann,  whose  music  finally  lulled 
him  to  sleep  and  brought  to  our  view  many  famous  personages  of  the 
screen  and  stage,  setting  us  all  gasping  at  Florence  Elmer's  Farrar  and 
Dorothy  Armstrong's  Theda  Bara. 

The  next  number  was  two  exquisitely  rendered  violin  solos  by  Dorothy 
Sawyer,  accompanied  by  her  sister,  and  then  came  "The  Sky  Riders", 
with  Revere  Hofstetter  being  desperately  hauled  out  of  his  many  scrapes 
by  Victor  Bigelow  and  Pete  Krstich,  while  the  screams  of  Florence  King, 
the  anxiety  of  Francis  Block,  and  the  giggles  of  Nipponese  Stamper 
helped  to  complicate  matters.  An  original  musical  combination  followed, 
with  Frank  Siegrist,  Margaret  Lyman,  Otto  Jacobsen,  and  Zelda  Hulse 
carrying  off  the  honors.  Next  appeared  "Julius  Caesar,"  giving  the  awed 
audience  its  fill  of  tragedy,  especially  when  Margaret  Smith,  as  the  hero, 
"kicked  the  bucket",  and  Mark  Anthony  Maher  orated  above  the  body, 
causing  the  Roman  mob  to  turn  against  Brutus  (Lois  Brock).  Last, 
but  not  least,  came  the  Hawaiian  airs,  unquestionably  the  greatest  of 
their  kind  ever  offered  at  Berkeley  High.  Never  were  ukeleles  so  sweetly 
strummed  as  by  the  island  maidens  of  this  skit,  and  never  was  there  so 
plaintive  an  appeal  as  that  made  by  Tim  Rickard's  steel  guitar. 

Then  it  was  over.  The  orchestra  swayed  into  the  exit  march,  and 
with  regretful  slowness  the  great  audience  passed  into  the  night  and 
with  them  passed  "Vaudeville,  Spring  '17."

The  Weekly  News 


HE  history  of  the  development  of  the  "Weekly  News"  during  the 


past  semester  has  been  but  a  further  step  in  its  growth  from  a 


ten-paged  monthly,  the  original  "011a  Podrida",  in  1895,  to  the 
three  columned,  four-paged  weekly  which  in  point  of  variety  of  ma- 
terial and  amount  of  news  rivals  many  so-called  "large"  high  school  papers. 

Perhaps  the  most  cogent  reason  for  the  present  flourishing  condition 
of  the  "Weekly  News"  is  to  be  found  in  the  method  of  printing  adopted 
at  the  beginning  of  the  term.  Owing  to  the  congestion  of  work  in  our 
school  printing  plant,  the  copy  is  often  linotyped.  This  arrangement 
has  relieved  the  Printing  Department  of  the  enormous  amount  of  work 
which  they  attempted  to  do  last  term  and  the  editor  who  is  not  so  rushed 
for  news  now. 

In  order  to  serve  its  readers  better,  the  "Weekly  News"  has,  during 
the  past  term,  devoted  its  main  energies  to  increase  in  efficiency.  With 
this  in  view,  the  editorial  column  has  been  increased  in  width  just  twice 
and  both  the  editorials  and  news  articles  have  been  cut  down  to  the  bare 
facts  so  that  every  inch  of  space  available  could  be  put  to  use.  The 
head-lines,  for  the  most  part,  have  been  small  type  so  that  more  news 
could  be  put  into  the  column  space.  Perhaps  the  most  apparent  depar- 
ture from  precedent  to  the  general  school  public  has  been  the  variety 
of  material  appearing  upon  the  editorial  page.  Towards  the  first  of 
the  term  a  review  of  the  1916  football  team  was  printed.  Shortly  after 
came  an  editorial  invoking  much  comm.ent  and  some  of  the  comments 
were  published  in  letters  the  week  following.  The  regular  editorial 
writers  have  been  the  best  Berkeley  High  has  ever  had  and  their  articles 
have  touched  upon  the  term's  events  in  the  manner  most  fitting,  either 
humorous  or  pathetic. 

More  news,  and  more  interesting  news,  presented  in  a  more  efficient 
manner  has  been  the  policy  of  the  "Weekly  News"  which  has  placed  the 
paper  on  a  par  with  any  other  school  paper  in  the  state.  This  would  not 
have  been  accomplished  had  it  not  been  for  the  competent  associate  editor 
and  manager,  which  positions  have  been  ably  filled  by  Creed  Vazeille  and 
Scott  Harington.  The  staffs  have  been  most  industrious  and  we  wish 
to  take  this  opportunity  for  thanking  them  for  helping  us  make  this 
volume  of  the  Weekly  what  it  has  been.

OTHER  PUBLICATIONS 


When  printing  was  added  to  the  school  curriculum,  the  Greek  Club 
put  in  a  case  of  type  and  began  publishing  the  Athene,  the  club's  official 
organ,  and  a  regular  bi-monthly.  The  first  number  appeared  November 
14,  1916.  It  immediately  aroused  interest  among  the  circles  of  higher 
learning  throughout  the  United  States.  An  article  in  the  "Outlook"  brought 
many  applications  for  subscriptions  to  the  Athene.  In  "The  Classical 
Weekly"  of  February,  Professor  Charles  Knapp  of  Columbia  University 
gives  a  detailed  account  of  the  Athene.  The  article  has  brought  many 
interesting  letters  to  Miss  Clayes,  asking  for  the  back  copies.  The  Greek 
students  do  the  necessary  work  for  the  publication  of  the  paper. 


"Le  Tricolor,"  the  French  paper  of  Berkeley  High,  has  had  two  most 
successful  editions  this  term.  Both  issues  have  contained  poems  and  articles 
on  France,  and  on  other  subjects.  The  second  also  had  a  clever  cover 
design. 

Carolyn  Page  was  chosen  editor  of  the  publication,  and  great  credit 
is  certainly  due  her.  A  distinctive  feature  of  "Le  Tricolor"  has  been  the 
wide  range  of  its  subjects,  and  the  ease  of  their  treatment.  Especially 
interesting  have  been  the  articles  on  France  and  the  war. 

The  main  object  of  "Le  Tricolor"  is  to  be  so  interesting  that  the  pupils 
who  write  the  articles,  those  who  set  the  type  and  those  who  support  it  by 
their  interest  will  watch  eagerly  for  its  appearance. 


The  Household  Science  and  Arts  department  has  availed  itself  of  the 
all-around  usefulness  of  the  new  printing  press  to  issue  a  bulletin  which 
is  to  appear  at  intervals  hereafter.  The  name  chosen  by  an  overwhelming 
majority  of  the  girls  was  "Food  and  Fashion" ;  these  numbers  have  contained 
terse  and  pithy  statements  of  the  work  and  the  interests  of  the  department, 
and  the  girls  and  teachers  of  the  classes  represented  have  taken  a  solemn 
resolve  to  publish  only  when  there  is  so  much  to  say  that  the  impulse  to 
publish  is  impossible  to  suppress.  The  classes  who  have  availed  themselves 
of  the  opportunity  for  "printed  expression"  are  the  cooking,  sewing,  cos- 
tume designing,  and  shelter  classes. 

Three  numbers  of  the  German  paper  have  been  published  during  this 
first  term  of  its  existence, — one  in  February,  one  in  March,  and  the  final 
issue  in  May.  The  first  two  issues  contained  four  pages  each;  the  May 
edition,  however,  was  somewhat  larger. 

A  name,  "Der  Beobachter,"  (meaning  "The  Observer")  was  adopted, 
and  a  staff,  consisting  of  Constance  Topping,  editor,  and  Meta  Petersen, 
Parker  Allen,  Renata  von  Hungen,  and  Hugh  Schilling,  assistants,  was 
chosen. 

Each  issue  has  had  a  title  page,  ornamented  with  a  drawing  by  one  of 
the  German  students.  The  first  issue  had  a  landscape,  the  second,  a  copy 
of  Durer's  rabbit  for  Easter,  and  the  third  a  characteristic  bit  of  German 
scenery.  Anecdotes,  notes  of  interest,  jingles,  as  well  as  longer  articles 
and  editorials,  have  comprised  the  paper.

The  bright  spots  of  the  meet  were :  the  work  of  Captain  Jacobsen  in 
winning  single  handed  the  shot,  discus,  broad  and  high  jumps,  and  the 
winning  of  the  relay  by  Berkeley. 

THE  SAN  JOSE  MEET 

Berkeley  met  San  Jose  High  at  San  Jose  on  Saturday,  March  24,  and 
was  beaten  by  a  large  score.  The  track  was  very  poor  and  this  proved  a 
big  disadvantage  to  the  B.  H.  S.  boys,  who  are  accustomed  to  the  fine  U.  C. 
oval.  About  fifteen  men  made  the  trip,  some  by  auto  and  others  by 
train.  Due  to  the  kind  hospitality  of  the  San  Jose  people,  the  trip  was 
very  enjoyable.  Again  Jacobsen  proved  his  worth  by  winning  one  first, 
four  seconds,  and  one  third  place.  Melville,  in  the  100,  220,  and  relay  also 
showed  up  well,  his  lap  in  the  relay  being  the  fastest  220  ever  run  on  the 
track.

For  the  second  time,  in  as  many  years,  Berkeley  lost  the  A.  C.  A.  L. 
track  meet,  held  at  the  U.  C.  oval  Saturday,  April  7.  Oakland  finishec", 
with  a  good"  margin;  Berkeley  finished  second;  "Tech,"  Alameda,  and 
Fremont  finished  in  the  order  named.  Hard  luck  seemed  to  lie  in  our 
team's  path  throughout  the  season,  but  never  was  it  more  keenly  brought 
out  than  at  the  A.  C.  A.  L.  track  meet. 

With  Melville,  our  star  sprinter,  out  of  the  team,  all  hope  for  a  victory 
seemed  to  be  lost  in  the  minds  of  the  rooters,  as  there  were  a  few  in  the 
bleachers.  The  team  went  out  on  the  track  to  do  their  best  but  were  beaten 
by  a  team  which  was  better,  not  in  quality,  but  merely  in  quantity.  Every 
man  in  the  team  did  good  work  but  a  lack  of  numbers  cost  us  the  meet. 

The  two  bright  spots  were  the  work  of  Jacobsen  in  the  field  events  and 
hurdles,  and  of  Kelsey  Olds  in  the  sprints.  LeHane  also  added  five  points 
to  Berkeley's  score. 

NORTH   COAST- SECTION  MEET 

As  the  State  meet  was  to  be  held  in  Berkeley  this  year,  the  Northern 
Section  meet  was  held  on  the  Stanford  oval  Saturday,  April  14.  Berkeley, 
with  everything  completely  against  her,  placed  fifth  with  a  total  of  eleven

For  the  first  time  the  State  meet  of  the  C.  I.  F.  was  held  in  Berkeley 
on  the  U.  C.  oval  Saturday,  April  28.  Berkeley  High  acted  as  hosts 
in  this  meet,  many  of  the  visiting  athletes  being  entertained  at  different 
fellows'  houses.  Our  Big  B  men  had  charge  of  the  oval.  Berkeley  placed 
seventh  in  this  meet  which  did  a  lot  towards  putting  our  team  and  school

on  the  athletic  map.  This  is  the  best  showing  Berkeley  has  ever  made 
in  a  State  meet.  Coalinga  finished  first,  with  Pasadena  second,  and  Sacra- 
mento third.  Berkeley  had  six  men  entered  in  the  meet  but  the  points 
were  won  by  two  men :  Melville,  who  won  the  century  in  the  fast  time 
of  ten  seconds  flat,  and  placed  second  in  the  220-yard  dash,  and  Captain 
Jacobsen,  who  placed  fourth  in  the  high  jump.

Basketball 


BERKELEY  HIGH  did  not  win  the  A.  C.  A.  L.,  for  once  in  the  history 
of  basketball,  but  it  certainly  can  be  said  that  they  put  up  a  won- 
derful fight.  Berkeley  finished  an  easy  second  in  the  league  and  had 
one  of  the  best  teams  they  have  ever  had,  but  luck  was  all  against  them. 
In  the  first  place,  Horstmann  injured  his  knee  so  that  he  was  handicapped 
all  season  and  finally  had  to  quit;  then  Captain  Peterson  was  ruled  out  of 
the  league  because  of  the  age  limit;  and  finally  their  first  big  game  was 
with  Fremont,  the  team  which  won  the  championship.  When  Berkeley 
played  this  game  the  whole  team  was  in  a  slump  and  couldn't  get  going, 
but  the  way  in  which  they  cleaned  up  Tech  and  Oakland  showed  what  they 
really  could  do.  It  would  be  hard  to  convince  a  sane  person  that  the  team 
that  Fremont  defeated  was  the  same  one  that  fought  Oakland  off  her  feet  in 
a  game  that  will  long  be  remembered.  Berkeley's  chance  of  another  game 
with  Fremont  again  rested  with  Tech,  but  they  could  not  duplicate  their 
performance  of  the  previous  season  and  Fremont  won  the  title. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  mention  the  worth  of  Coach  Seawright  when  we 
consider  that  the  team  which  made  such  a  good  showing  in  the  last  league 
games  did  not  have  a  veteran  on  it.  This  was  every  man's  first  year  on 
the  team,  and  it  is  no  small  accomplishment  for  a  coach  to  create  a  whole 
team  and  have  them  play  the  way  Berkeley  did. 

PRELIMINARIES 

The  first  game  of  the  term  was  on  January  5  against  an  alumni  team 
consisting  of  previous  high  school  stars.  The  younger  boys  were  too  clever, 
defeating  them  30  to  23. 

The  next  contest  was  a  week  later  against  the  first  and  second  teams 
of  Lowell.  Berkeley  won  both:  the  first  16  to  15,  and  the  second  30  to  7. 
The  former  was  a  defensive  exhibition,  while  the  Lowell  team  was  com- 
pletely outclassed. 

On  the  19th  of  January,  Berkeley  swamped  Commerce  45-12,  showing 
great  improvement  in  team  work  and  basket-shooting. 

The  next  victims  were  the  U.  C.  Freshmen  on  the  following  Tuesday. 
They  were  beaten  19  to  14,  in  a  fast  and  hard-fought  game. 

In  the  best  workout  of  the  season,  Berkeley  held  the  U.  C.  Varsity  to 
a  50  to  16  score.  The  game  was  good  and  fast  and,  although  our  quintet 
tried  hard,  they  didn't  stand  a  chance  against  the  superior  weight  and 
knowledge  of  the  Blue  and  Gold.  The  game  was  a  week  before  the  first 
league  game. 


BERKELEY  40,  UNIVERSITY  HIGH  11 
The  first  league  game  was  on  January  31, 
against  University  High.  This  season  was  the 
latter's  first  appearance  in  the  league  and  their 
showing  was  none  too  good.  Berkeley  started 
slowly  but  LeHane  began  the  scoring  and  the  rest 
fell  in  line.  The  half  ended  30-3  with  the  boys 
fighting  hard.  In  the  second  half  they  couldn't 
hit  their  stride  so  the  playing  was  rather  loose. 

BERKELEY  24,  U.  C.  145-lb.  9. 
As  a  preliminary  to  one  of  the  Washington- 
California  games  Berkeley  played  rings  around  the 
U.  C.  weight  team.  Swift  passing  and  pretty  team 
work  helped  to  make  the  game  fast  and  interesting. 
This  was  two  days  after  the  first  league  game. 

BERKELEY  50,  VOCATIONAL  11 
In  an  exceptionally  slow  game  Berkeley  won 
their  second  league  game  from  Vocational  on 
February  8.  Vocational  showed  exceedingly  poor 
form  and  ofiFered  very  little  resistance.  Much 
time  was  taken  in  shooting  fouls  and  only  for  a 
few  brief  minutes  Berkeley  showed  speed. 

BERKELEY  14,  FREMONT  31 
In  a  hard  fought  game  in  which  Berkeley 
could  not  hit  their  stride  Fremont  defeated  them 
decisively.  Berkeley  put  up  a  good  fight  but  Fre- 
mont had  a  good  team  and  did  not  give  them  a 
look-in.  The  floor  seemed  quite  slippery  and 
slowed  up  the  game  a  little. 

BERKELEY  29,  "TECH"  19 
On  February  20  Berkeley  once  more  proved 
to  "Tech"  that  they  would  have  to  step  some  to 
beat  her.  The  playing  was  consistent  throughout 
the  game,  all  the  boys  playing  in  true  form.  The 
score  at  the  half  time  was  13-12  in  favor  of 
"Tech,"  but  the  second  half  was  a  different  tale.

The  second  half  was  a  reg- 
ular battle  in  which  Oakland  needed  only  one  goal 
to  tie  Berkeley  when  the  final  whistle  blew. 

The  total  number  of  points  Berkeley  ran 
up  in  all  her  games  was  421,  against  her  opponents' 
273. 

THE  TEAM 

Two  veterans  from  last  year's  team  were 
"Pete"  Peterson  and  "Pickles"  Horstmann.  In 
the  preliminary  games  "Pete"  improved  steadily 
at  guard  and  his  fight  was  greatly  missed  by  the 
team  in  the  league  games.  "Pickles,"  playing  one 
of  the  forward  positions,  did  not  really  have  a 
chance  to  prove  his  worth  throughout  the  season 
but  while  his  knee  did  hold  out  in  a  game  he 
showed  that  he  knew  where  to  find  the  "bucket." 
The  unexpected  loss  of  these  two  men  left  a  big 
gap  in  the  team  that  was  hard  to  fill  with  new 
material  and  without  a  doubt  was  one  of  the  main 
causes  of  Fremont's  victory. 

The  successor  of  Peterson  as  Captain  was 
"Louie"  LeHane,  and  a  more  capable  leader 
could  not  have  been  found.  "Louie's"  head-work 
and  all-around  playing  was  the  mainstay  of  the 
team. 

"Iggie"  Bliss  was  one  of  the  best  guards 
Berkeley  has  had  for  many  a  day.  His  defensive 
work  was  exceptional,  especially  his  passing  and 
intercepting  passes.  He  and  "Louie"  will  be  the 
only  men  back  next  season.  Bliss  is  captain- 
elect  for  1918. 

Karlo  Ponsi,  although  a  feather-weight,  was 
probably  the  largest  point-getter  on  the  team. 
The  main  reason  for  this  was  his  quickness.  His 
regular  position  was  forward. 

Center  was  handled  by  a  fighter  in  "Horath" 
Button.  His  opponents  had  a  bad  time  keeping 
out  of  his  way. 

The  substitutes  who  deserve  credit  are  LeRoy 
Hanscom,  Wally  Maas,  Eddie  Graff,  Earl  Lowell, 
Al  Carlisle,  and  Foster  Beaman.  They  filled-in 
in  good  style. 


Baseball 


Taking  all  in  all,  the  baseball  season  for  1917  was  far  from  a  failure, 
and  it  will  have  to  be  admitted  that  the  boys  tried  hard.  Although  there 
were  not  as  many  games  won  as  might  have  been,  the  way  the  team 
played  in  the  second  "Tech"  game,  in  which  the  latter  was  defeated, 
showed  a  regular  ball  team  represented  Berkeley,  but  the  breaks  were  all 
against  them.  Another  thing  to  be  taken  into  consideration  was  the  fact 
that,  with  the  exception  of  two  or  three  days,  the  team  was  entirely 
without  a  coach,  and  this  is  a  big  handicap  in  any  sport.  The  season  was 
started  with  plenty  of  "pep"  and  a  fairly  good  turnout.  New  suits  were 
bought  and  a  good  number  of  preliminary  games  lined  up.  Captain  Foster 
is  due  a  lot  of  credit  for  all  the  work  and  trouble  he  went  to  for  the 
team. 

The  team  certainly  was  lucky  in  having  a  "southpaw"  like  McHenry  to 
do  the  pitching.  In  the  first  Alameda  game  he  struck  out  thirteen  men,  but 
still  Alameda  won.  This  shows  that  if  "Bud"  had  had  any  luck  at  all  he 
would  have  had  a  great  many  more  victories  to  his  credit.  Another  thing 
for  which  the  team  should  have  credit  was  their  never-give-up  spirit.  In 
spite  of  their  defeats  they  always  went  into  the  next  game  with  the  determ- 
ination of  winning  and  finished  the  season  in  big  league  style. 

Seven  teams  were  entered  in  the  league  and  Berkeley  played  two 
games  with  each,  except  Vocational  and  University  High.  These  two 
played  only  one  game  with  the  other  nines. 

PRELIMINARIES 

The  first  game  of  the  season  was  played  against  the  Hippodrome 
Theatre  team,  after  two  weeks  of  practice.  The  "Hip"  boys  proved  to 
be  good  ball  players  and  won  7  to  2.  Sackett  scored  both  runs  for 
Berkeley,  making  one  of  them  on  Foster's  single.  Another  game  was 
scheduled  with  the  same  team  for  the  following  Saturday  but  on  account 
of  rain  not  all  the  players  of  the  two  teams  showed  up,  and  only  a  scrub 
game  was  played  in  which  "Hip"  once  again  won. 

The  second  game  was  against  Lick-Wilmerding,  and  Berkeley  was 
beaten  5  to  1.  The  reason  for  this  defeat  and  for  most  of  the  others  was 
weak  hitting.     Sackett  again  did  the  scoring. 

Four  games  were  played  against  the  California  freshmen,  all  of  them 
being  won  by  the  "Frosh."  The  score  of  the  first  was  9  to  3.  The 
Berkeley  men  who  tried  out  for  the  team  were  all  given  a  chance  to 
show  their  worth  but  the  timely  hitting  of  the  freshmen  took  the  contest. 


The  following  week  the  second  game  went  to  them  4-0.  Berkeley 
played  good  ball  in  this  game  except  for  the  one  inning  in  which  the 
damage  was  done. 

The  next  game  was  4-1.  Once  again  the  boys  put  up  a  good  fight 
but  lacked  the  necessary  ability  to  hit  in  a  pinch. 

In  the  last  freshman  game  a  ninth  inning  rally  was  staged  by  Berkeley 
in  which  two  runs  were  netted,  but  they  could  not  tie  the  score  and 
lost  5-4. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  Standard  Oil  rubbed  it  in  by  winning 
7-3.  This  ended  the  preliminaries  and,  although  Berkeley  had  no  victories 
to  her  credit,  the  team  did  not  enter  the  league  downcast. 

LEAGUE  GAMES 

Two  games  a  week  were  played  and  Berkeley's  first  was  against  Oak- 
land. Loose  playing,  while  Oakland  worked  consistently,  lost  8-2.  This 
game  was  on  March  19,  and  the  following  Thursday  "Tech"  nosed  out 
Berkeley  8-7.  In  this  game  Berkeley  had  a  four-run  lead  and  w^as  hitting 
hard  but  "Tech"  found  Nash  in  the  seventh. 

During  vacation  Alameda  beat  Berkeley  6-0,  and  a  week  later  Fremont 
won  5-4,  in  spite  of  another  four-run  lead. 

Oakland's  left-handed  hitters  were  again  effective  and  won  the  second 


game  9-4.  In  the  following  contest  with  "Tech"  Berkeley  broke  her 
losing  streak  in  a  clean  game,  and  defeated  the  league  leaders  3-1.  The 
"Tech"  boys  had  a  bad  time  keeping  their  eyes  on  "Bud's"'  curves  and 
succeeded  in  getting  only  three  hits.  University  and  Vocational  fell  easy 
victims  and  as  this  article  goes  to  press  Berkeley  has  three  wins  and  five 
defeats.  Another  game  with  Alameda  and  Fremont,  in  which  Berkeley's 
chances  are  good,  will  end  the  season. 

THE  TEAM. 

Captain  "Les"  Foster  handled  the  team  in  fine  shape  besides  playing 
first  base,  after  coming  in  from  the  outfield.  His  timely  hitting  also 
helped  out. 

"Bud"  McHenry  was  without  a  doubt  the  best  pitcher  in  the  league 
and  had  them  all  guessing.  "Bud"  was  always  good  for  a  clean  hit  and 
made  several  home  runs. 

"Iggie"  Bliss,  behind  the  bat,  furnished  the  other  end  of  a  battery 
that  was  hard  to  beat.  His  "fence  busters"  scored  many  a  run,  and  his 
three-bagger  won  the  second  "Tech"  game  for  Berkeley.  With  this  pair 
back  next  season,  Berkeley  has  a  good  start  toward  the  championship. 

The  third-base  position  was  held  down  properly  by  "Wally"  Maas, 
one  of  the  veterans  from  last  year.  He  was  one  of  the  mainstays  of  the 
team  in  fielding  and  hitting. 

"Ath"  Sackett,  at  shortstop,  put  life  in  every  one  with  his  "pep."  His 
bullet  peg  made  many  an  out,  while  he  was  quite  fond  of  grabbing 
grounders. 

Ed.  Ross  played  good  ball  at  second  and  was  a  hard  worker.  This 
was  Ed's  first  year  but  this  was  not  evident. 

"Bag"  Jackson  held  down  right  field  like  a  big  leaguer,  and  showed 
a  big  improvement  in  all-  around  playing  toward  the  end  of  the  season. 

The  left  garden  was  played  by  Harold  Fifield,  who  used  his  peg  to 
good  advantage. 

The  other  outfield  position  was  filled  by  "Cockey"  O'Brien.  He 
showed  a  good  eye  for  flies  and  played  consistently  throughout  the  season. 

The  other  men  that  figured  in  league  games  were  Nash,  Puter,  and 
Howard.  Nash  pitched  several  heady  games  before  he  became  sick  and 
was  put  out  of  the  running.  Puter  caught  in  nice  style,  while  Howard 
played  the  outfield. 


TENNIS 

Tennis  tryouts  were  held  on 
March  17  with  a  large  number  of 
aspirants  out  for  the  team.  The 
doubles  were  won  by  George  GiL 
Christ  and  Stephen  Babcock  and 
the  singles  were  won  by  George 
Gilchrist.

On  the  10th  of 
March  the  team  went  to  Vallejo 
and  Defeated  the  Vallejo  High 
School  3  matches  to  0.  Several 
other  matches  were  held  in  the 
latter  part  of  this  term.  The 
largest  match  of  the  season  was  the 
North  Coast  Section  of  the  C.  I. 
F.  held  May  19.

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SWIMMING 

Swimming  was  started  by  the  Interclass  held  at  the  Berkeley  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
February  23.  There  were  small  prospects  at  first  but  Captain  Horstmann 
was  not  down-hearted.  The  first  real  meet  of  the  term  was  with  Lowell. 
Lowell  held  the  lead  until  our  famous  relay  team  decided  the  meet  for  us. 
This  was  a  severe  shock  to  Lowell.  The  second  meet  was  with  the  U.  C. 
Freshmen.  This  meet  was  won  by  B.  H.  S.  by  three  points.  This  meet 
also  was  decided  by  the  relay  team.  Commerce  came  next  at  Piedmont 
Baths  and  put  up  a  game  fight,  taking  quite  a  few  first  places,  but  lost  41-21. 
A  Relay  Carnival  was  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Piedmont  Baths.  The 
schools  of  San  Francisco  and  Alameda  County  were  entered  with  each  one 
having  a  strong  team.  Berkeley's  team  came  first  with  a  fine  exhibition  of 
fast  swimming  and  were  presented  a  cup  by  the  Piedmont  Baths.  The 
A.  C.  A.  L.  came  next  with  five  teams  entered.  Each  team  was  in  to  win 
but  Berkeley's  team  drowned  all  hopes  by  defeating  her  nearest  rival  b}' 
25  points.  This  meet  was  held  at  Idora  Park,  Saturday,  April  21.  As  this 
goes  to  press,  the  North  Coast  Section  meet  of  the  C.  I.  F.  has  not  been  held 
but  Berkeley's  team  is  considered  to  be  one  of  the  fastest  teams  in  the 
state  and  should  win  this  meet  with  little  difficulty. 

THE  TEAM 

Captain  "Pickles"  Horstmann  surely  proved  his  worth.  He  was  always 
an  easy  winner  in  the  50  and  100  yard  dashes  and  was  also  entered  in  the 
back-stroke  and  relay. 


Walter  Johnson,  Berkeley's  "dark  horse"  for  every  meet,  swims  the 
220  and  440  yard  dashes.  This  is  Johnson's  first  year  under  Berkeley  colors 
but  he  acts  like  a  fish  in  the  water.  "Walt"  took  first  place  in  the  220  and 
440  yard  dashes  in  the  A.  C.  A.  L. 

"Ted"  Merrill,  another  fast  man,  swims  the  50-yard  dash  and  the  relay. 
This  is  Merrill's  first  year  on  the  team,  but  he  looked  like  a  veteran. 

"Fat"  Clark  was  entered  in  the  440-yard  dash  and  relay.  "Fat"  always 
swam  a  steady  quarter  and  could  at  all  times  be  counted  on  for  his  lap  in 
the  relay.  "Bud"  Weaver,  a  new  man  on  the  team,  was  right  there  when 
it  came  to  swimming  the  100  and  220  yards.  "Herb"  Martin,  another  nev^ 
man,  swam  the  relay,  backstroke  and  also  plunged  for  distance.  "Herb" 
could  always  be  counted  upon.  "Ed"  Culin,  Le  Roy  Hanscom,  and  Hugh 
Christiansen  were  the  main  entries  in  diving.

Girls'  Athletics 

All  activities  were  well  supported  this  term.  The  interest  and  enthusi- 
asm shown  by  the  girls  reached  beyond  our  fondest  hopes. 

The  tennis  season  was  rather  late  in  starting  this  term  on  account  of 
the  inclement  weather.  However  the  girls  made  up  for  lost  time  and  the 
semi-annual  school  tournament  was  undoubtedly  one  of  the  most  successful 
in  the  annals  of  Berkeley  High. 

Eighteen  girls  signed  up  and  the  matches  were  played  in  the  Berkeley 
Tennis  Club  courts,  Saturday,  April  21.  Unusual  enthusiasm  was  shown 
and  many  of  the  matches  were  close  and  hard  fought  throughout.  The 
finals  were  played  between  Lilian  McHoul  and  Beth  Cereghino.  The  latter 
won  first  place  by  the  score  of  6-2,  6-1. 

A  trip  was  made  to  Vallejo  in  March  and  the  team  was  rather  successful 
on  the  whole,  winning  two  out  of  the  three  matches ;  first  and  second  singles, 
and  losing  in  the  doubles. 

A  round-robin  has  been  started  and  also  a  series  of  class  tournaments, 
and  from  present  indications,  the  results  will  be  unusually  satisfactory, 
making  for  better  tennis  and  real  "pep." 

Rowing,  that  ever-popular  sport,  came  in  for  its  full  share  of  attention. 
Over  fifty  girls  signed  up.  In  fact,  so  many  that  it  was  necessary  to  make 
an  average  of  two  trips  to  the  lake  every  week,  taking  enough  girls  for 
two  crews  each  time.  The  government  boats  used  carried  fourteen  girls 
easily,  and  there  was  always  room  for  one  more.  The  girls  derived  a 
great  amount  of  pleasure  from  rowing,  and  blistered  hands  and  sunburn 
were  nothing  when  compared  with  the  good  times  resulting. 

This  term  Swimming  was  added  to  the  list  of  girls'  activities  and  a 
keen  appreciation  of  the  fact  was  shown  when  some  sixty  girls  bought 
tickets.  Special  rates  were  made,  and  every  Monday  afternoon  Miss  Roberts 
made  the  trip  with  the  girls  to  Piedmont  Baths.  A  great  deal  of  interest 
was  shown  and  usually  a  general  howl  of  protest  arose  when  it  was  time  to 
leave  the  water,  which  is  only  further  proof  of  the  good  times  swimming 
afforded.

Much  of  the  renewed  life  in  girls'  athletics,  by  the  way,  is  probably 
due  to  Miss  O'Neil,  who  has  done  all  in  her  power  to  encourage  the  various 
activities  and  by  so  doing  has  advanced  girls'  athletics  to  a  point  hitherto 
unattained.

Clubs 


The  Greek  Club  started  the  term  well  by  a  reception  to  the  new  mem- 
bers at  Miss  Clayes'  home,  followed  by  a  Valentine  Luncheon  in  February. 
The  guests  at  the  latter  function  included  Mr.  Biedenbach,  Miss  McLean, 
Mr.  Weller,  Charles  Howard,  Miss  Andrews,  Miss  Haugen,  and  Mansfield 
Lovell.  This  luncheon  contributed  greatly  to  the  enthusiasm  of  the  mem- 
bers, which  was  apparent  throughout  the  term.  The  club  has  centered  much 
of  its  effort  on  its  paper,  the  Athene,  which  has  received  favorable  comment 
from  educators  ail  through  the  United  States.  Much  effort  was  also  expended 
on  the  Greek  Dramatic  Interpretation  Class,  which  gave  a  dramatic  evening 
m  May.  The  officers  are:  President,  May  Schilling;  Vice-President,  Clark 
Metcalf;  and  Secretary-treasurer,  Wheeler  Jensen. 

The  programs  of  the  Electrical  Club  this  term  have  been  given  mostly 
by  the  members,  who  have  thus  been  able  to  learn  not  only  by  hearing 
others  speak,  but  by  working  up  topics  of  their  own.

Metaphorically  speaking,  the  Gas  Engine  Club  has  been  shooting  on 
all  cylinders  and  taking  the  hills  on  high  this  term;  the  eloquent  purr  of 
its  engine  was  heard  every  Monday  afternoon  in  Room  243. 

First,  the  elementary  principles  of  gas  engines  were  discussed ;  later  came 
such  talks  as  "Ignition  Systems,"  "The  Diesel  Engine,"  "The  Indian  Motor- 
cycle"; and  also  several  trips.  At  one  meeting  an  engineer  from  the  Butler- 
Veitch  Auto  Company  took  the  wheel  and  piloted  the  club  through  the 
intricate  by-ways  of  mechanical  principles  involved  in  the  Hudson  balanced 
crank  shaft.

On  these  occasions  French  was 
used  exclusively,  both  in  conversation  and  in  playing  American  games. 
Several  hikes  emphasized  the  social  element,  in  fulfillment  of  one  of  the 
chief  purposes  of  the  club. 

Among  the  programs  of  the  regular  meetings  were  talks  on  Paris 
by  Professor  Woods  of  the  University ;  on  French  war-time  conditions  by 
Miss  Tantenery,  lately  returned  from  France;  and  on  France  and  Greece 
by  a  native  Grecian  boy.
